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Remarks 



In response to the Office Action mailed April 20, 2007 (hereinafter "Office Action"), 
claims 19-24 have been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. Therefore, claims 1-18 are 
pending. In view of the foregoing amendments and the following comments, allowance of all 
the claims pending in the application is respectfully requested. 

Claims 19-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 as allegedly being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. In response, claims 19-24 have been cancelled, rendering the 
rejection moot. 

Claim 19 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as allegedly being 
indefinite. In response, claim 19 has been cancelled, rending the rejection moot.
